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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-7, 9-1 3 and 1 5-28 are allowed allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 , 3-7, 
9-13 and 15-28 present allowable subject matter over the prior art since the prior art 
teachings do not teach of a implantable lead adapted to transmit electrical signals, 
where the lead comprises a helical fixation element extendable and retractable from the 
distal end of the lead, the distal end comprising coaxial inner and outer header tubes, 
the inner header tube being electrically conductive material or a low density and metallic 
material, wherein the inner header tube is substantially transparent fluoroscopically to 
allow a view of the helical fixation element, and a distal tip collar attached to the distal 
end of the header tube that comprises a material that is substantially opaque 
fluoroscopically and electrically conductive. Thus, for the reasons stated above, claims 

1 , 3-7, 9-13 and 15-28 are allowed.
